2 Re claim 1 




The application does not meet the requirements of 


PCT 6 because claim 1 is not clear. 


Specifically, 


it is not clear whether the following features 


form part of the claimed subject matter: 


c. piston-cylinder unit, 




d. press safety valve, 




e* pressure line, 




f. spring (spring-loaded)

Subject to the above observations, independent 
claim 1 meets the requirements of PCT Article 
33(2) to (4) for novelty, inventive step and 
industrial applicability . 



2.1 The subject matter of claim 1 is novel, since none 
of the documents cited in the search report or 
acknowledged in the introductory part of the 
description shows the features of independent 
claim 1 in their entirety. 

2.2 The search report citations give a person skilled 
in the art no inducement to arrange a metering 
piston unit as per the characterizing part of 
claim 1 in a hydraulic circuit as per Dl, which is 
considered to represent the closest prior art 
(see, in particular, column 2, line 45 to column 
3, line 48 and the drawing) . Although D2 shows a 
metering piston unit which is connected to a 
piston-cylinder unit and a valve in parallel, 
neither Dl nor D2 nor any of the other search 
report citations suggests combining the teachings 
of the two citations as per claim 1. The hydraulic 
circuit as per claim 1 therefore involves an 
inventive step. 



2.3 The subject matter of claim can be made and used 
and is therefore industrially applicable.
